Thousands Watch 
Blazing Vessel 
lowed .to Beach 


Tugs Race Against Time 
to Haul Big Freighter 
From Hudson River Be- 
fore She Sinks. 


New York, November 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—After a spec- 
tacular race against time down the 
Hudson river, surrounded by -puf- 
fing tugs gnd fireboats, and with 
flames licking about her forward 
decks, tHe burning Morgan © line 
freighter El Mundo tonight lay 
beached on the Communipaw flats, 
near Ellis island, out of the way of 
harbor traffic. 

Thousands of spectators lined the 
New York and Jersey shores and 
watched the heroic fight of the tiny 
tugs to drag the burning freighter 
out of the river,’as she was threat- 
ening to sink and block the ship- 
ping channel. The ship. a «craft of 
10,000 tons, is almost a complete 
wreck, with her side torn by blasts 
and her forward superstructure 
carried away by the fire. 

All members of the crew of the 
vessel, which arrived here from 
Galveston last Monday with a gen- 


eral cargo, have been accounted for, 
police otficials said tonight. Eight 
of the deck hands were reported 
seriously burned, one probably 
fatally. 

Longshorémen and members of 
the crew were unloading the ves- 
sel at the Southern Pacific line pier, 
when the fuel tank, containing sev- 
eral thousand gallons of oil, blew 
apy without warning, hurling men in 
al? directions and carrying away a 
section of the- deck. Pilates on the 
port side also were torn out, and 
the ship immediately began to list. 
Several tugs were pulling the 
steamer into the middle of the river, 
when another explosion occurred 
and flames leaped up the forward 
mast, sweeping the deck super- 
structure. She gave another heavy 
list and threatened to sink in mid- 
channel, blocking river traffic. 
More than a dozen tugs came to 
the rescue, and, after a valiant 
fight, succeeded in dragging the 
olay 4 ship two miles downstream, 
with the hope of getting her into 
the outer harbor. A short distance 
north of Ellis island, however, ~

Nation-Wide ‘Selling Or- 
ganization to Protect!’ 
Producers Predicted by |’

Boston, November 10.—The estab- 
lishment of “nation-wide selling or- 
ganizations which shall fix the price 
of farm products” if the farmer does 
not receive “the same pay for the 
Same hours of work that others re- 
ceive,” was predicted today by Sher- 
man J. Lowell, of Fredonia, N. Y., 
master of the National Grange of 
the Patrons of Husbandry, in open- 
irg the annual convention of the 
grange. 

“We are willing to have a fair 
understanding of values, the farm- 


|ers receiving the same pay for the 


same hours’ work that others re- 


‘| ceive, no more, no less, -but we fell 


that this is theelast call,” he said. 
“If no attention is paid to this now 
ty bankers, manufacturers, rail- 
roads and labor organizations, and 
if the government continues to use 
its great power to import raw ma- 
terial free of duty to reduce costs, 
then the grange will be the first to 
help organize ‘ nation-wide sell- 
ing organizations which shall fix 
the price of farm products. 

“There is no threat in this; we 
will have been driven to it in self- 
defense to preserve our agriculture. 

Condition Not Desired. 

“This condition is repugnant to 
us all. We desire no class regu- 
lations or class divisions; we desire 
to labor for humanity and to be 
at*e to keep the earth fertile, al- 
ways bringing forth its harvest suf- 
ficient to feed the increasing mil- 
lions of our people.

Killing of Means 
Was Accidental 


Former Street Car Con- 
ductor Collapses as He 
Tells Jury of His Side of 
the Shooting. 


Declaring between sobs and tears 
that the shooting of James M. 
Means, transportation superintend- 
ent of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, several weeks ago, 
was an accident, J. C. Knight, for- 
mer street car conductor, indicted 
for murder, took the stand in his 
own defense late Wednesday after- 
noon and closed the evidence in the 
case, which was continued until 
Thursday morning. 

So far as is known this is the 
first jury sitting a murder trial in 
Fulton county to be allowed to visit 
the scene of a tragedy. Jurors in 
this case yesterday evening went to 
the Piedmont avenue building of the 
power company and viewed the 
room in which the shooting took 
place. Deputy Sheriff Gordon Har- 


dy went with the jurymen, cleared 
the room of people and left the jur- 
ors to inspect the place in any man- 
It was agreed by 
counsel for thé defense, Walter 
Sims and Murphy Holloway, ard So- 
licitor John A. Boykin, prosecutor, 
representing the state, that the 
jury should be allowed to see the 
room that had been the scene of 
the slaying. The jury went from 
the courthouse after the adjourn- 
ment of court to the building in 
question, It was suggested by 
Judge John D. Humphries, of the 
criminal division of superior court, 
who is presiding in the case, that 
the jury needed exercise and that 
they would likely enjoy the short 
walk from the court to the scene of 
the killing and from there to the 
hotel, where they will remain un- 
til Thursday morning. 
Argument Limited. 


Two hours for each side for argu- 
ment was allowed by Judge Hum- 
phries. The defense will have the 
opening and closing argument, as 
it did not introduce any sworn wit- 
nesses. The case will go to the 
jury some time Thursday afternoon. 

ight. who went on the stand 
late fednesday afternoon, related 
the history of his boyhood and fi- 
nally led up to his marriage. Just 
after he was married, he stated, he 
had measles, mumps and influenza 
and was away from work 76 days.

Describes Scene.

he took to get to the office of 
Means on the morning of the kill- 
ing, and stated that Means asked 
him to sit down, and then asked 
him where he had been the six days 
that he was not at work. 

“T told Mr. Means that I had been 
taking my blind baby to the doc- 
tor; that it had been sick,” Knight 
declared. “Then he said to me, ‘I 
can prove that you put a crooked 
woman on the river car last Sunday 
night.’ ” 

“I said, Mr. Means, you must be 
mistaken and I pulled my gun out 
and put it on the table between us 
and told him if he proved that I had 
ever put a crooked women or any 
other kind of woman on the ¢ar, ex- 
cept my wife since I had been mar- 
Fied to her he could have my pistol, 
as I did no have any money.” 

“I was not mad,” exclaimed the de- 
fendant, who wept as he mentioned 
his blind baby. “I never got mad 
with Mr. Means and he saw I was 
innocent and turned. the conversa- 
tion on another subject.’ ’ 


Means Accuses. 


Then, according to the defendant, 
Means accused him of being short 
$147.09 and asked him what he had 
been doing with his money. 

‘I told Mr. Means that I did not 
think that I was that short, said 
Knight, “and he said to me: ‘What 
have you been ae with the com- 
pany’s maton spending it on wom- 
en or gambling? I told him that 
if I was short I had spent the 
money on my blind baby. I told 
him that I would make up the 
money during the day and pay it 
to him the next morning. 

He asked me where t wen going 
to get the money and I told him 
my brother had a little money, my 
sister had some and my mother-in- 
iaw would also help me out.” 

Then Mr. Means told me that 
I could not go out of the office 
unless I was accompanied by an 
officer and told me YWaat I was un- 
der arrest. I, begged him to let me 
go, but he refused, and then I drew 
my gun from my pocket and turned 
it towards myself. Mr. Means 
jumped on me, choked me, and then 
grabbed the gun, which was in my 
hand, and it went off three times.

Washington, November 10.—The 
British embassy announced today 
that it had taken steps to call the 
attention’ of the state department 
to @ mesSage recently received by 
the British chief secretary for Ire- 
land, dated New York, and threaten- 
ing reprisals against Englishmen 
resident in the United States “if 
there are any more reprisals in Ire- 
land on and aftér the 14th day of 
November.” The New York mes- 
sage was sent in the name of the 
Amalgamated Irish Societies of 
America and bore the signature of 
“J. V. O'Connor, president.” 

At the state department It was 
said nothing had been received to- 
night from the embassy*in relation 
to the message.

“We hereby inform and warn you 
that if there are any more reprisals 
in Ireland on and after the 14th 
day of November, 1920, men of Irish 
blood in this country and their sym- 
pathizers will immediately begin re- 
prisals of Englishmen here who are 
not citizens of the United States; 
for every man, woman or child who 
is murdered after the above date by 
the cowardly English soldiers and 
police three Englishmen in this 
country will pay the penalty. Amal- 
gamated Irish Societies of America. 
(Signed) _: we O'Connor, pres- 
ident.” 


Alleged Negro Mail 
Thief Is Captured 
After Being Wounded 


A warrant was sworn out by the 
postoffice inspectors’ department 
Wednesday morning for Jake Brad- 
ley, a negro, of 147 Butler street, 
who was wounded in a running pis- 
tol fight with officers in the heart 
of the business section at an early 
hour in the morning, charging him 
with stealing from the mails.

Officer Hudson followed the man 
to the roof of a theater near Five 
Points, while the others went to the 
rear of the building to prevent fur- 
ther flight. The rear of the build- 
ing was so dark, however, that 
when a form leaped from the roof 
and landed several feet from Cap- 
tain Holcombe, standing with drawn 
revolver, the captain was taken by

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Kansas City, November 10.—War 
clouds tonight are vanishing from 
the major league baseball horizon, 
with indications favoring an ami- 
cable settlement when the beiliger- 
ent major leaguers meet in a joint 
session in Chicago Friday to affect 
a peace pact. The National Asso- 
ciation of Minor Leagues, after list- 
ening to both sides in the contro- 
versy, voted to help avert a war by 
agreeing® to appoint a committee to 
act with the major leagues in de- 
vising a plan for baseball reorgan- 
ization. ! 

The sixteen club owners of the 


| two warring leagues agreed to meet 


in the same room in Chicago and 


attempt to adjust their differences 
without the aid of any outsiders. 
It was agreed that only the club 
owners shall attend this meeting 
and that both President Johnson, of 
the American league, and President 
Heydler, of the National, as well as 
lawyers, stenographers and others 
who have participated in recent ses- 
sions, shall remain away. Major 
league leaders pointed out that if 
lawyers are excluded from. the 
meeting so that no “technical ques- 
tions” could be raised, the threaten- 
ed war could be quickly settled. 
The agreement to make a des- 
perate last-minute attempt to avert 
a baseball War was reached at a 
meeting of the directors of the 
American league at noon today and 
was one of the results of confer- 


ences between the owners of the. 


rival major league factions. The 
peace news was announe¢ed in dra- 
matic fashion in the middle of an 
address Garry Herrmann, owner of 
© neo neeti Nationals, was deliv- 
ering to the minor league meeting. 
Johnson’s Statement. 

President Ban Johnson, of the 
American league, in commenting on 
the joint meeting, issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The American league has been 
Standing for the principle that a re- 
organization of baseball should be 
worked out primarily by a commit- 
tee composed of representatives 
from the National league, the Amer- 
ican league and the National associ- 
ation.

Mr. Herrmann said the 
eleven clubs which he represented 
would be willing to meet with a 
committee of any size from the 
.minors. for reorganizing the con- 
trol of baseball. President Sexton 
of the Nationa] Association of Mi- 
nor Leagues, will appoint the minor 
league committee tomorrow. 

After listening to the Pleas of the 
National league representatives, the 
minor leaguers went into executive 
session and voiced their suspicion 
of the professed “affection” ex- 
pressed for them by the two forces 
involved in the major league split. 
They warned their associates, from 
which a committee wi}! be ap- 
pointed to confer with the- major 
leagues, not to cede any of the 
rights of the minor8 in working out 
& reorganization plan for the sport. 
The minor leaguers took the posi- 
tion that while they might act as 
bearers of the olive branch in the 
threatened bdseball war they would 
not go so far as to scorch 'their 
own wings. 


Salaries Recommended. 


The minor leaguers recommended 
that President Sexton, of the minor 
league association, be placed on a 
full salary and devote his full time 
to league affairs. The resolution 
carried a proposal for salaries of 
$5,000 each for the president -and 
Secretary of the organizations, but 
suggestions were made for an in- 
crease to $7,500 or $10,000 a year. 
The proposal was referred to a 
committee for decision tomorrow. 
The establishment of a central 
headquarters for the association 
was recommended. 

Joining in the crusade against 
gambling in.baseball, the minor 
leaguers unanimously adopted a 
resolution urging the passage in 
every state legislature of a bill de- 
signed to stamp out the evil which 
in a large measure brought to a 
head the ngcessity of a reorganiza- 
tion of baseball. 

The resolution followed the lines 
of a bill proposed for intro- 
duction in the Texas regislature. 
It sets the punishment’of bribery or 
attempted bribery of “any baseball 
player, umpire or manager in a 
baseball game or any other persons 
connected with baseball, at impris- 
onment from two to five years. 
The minors adopted an amendmenys 
to broaden the proposed legislation 
to include the punishment of base- 
ball owners and officials who are 
connected in any way with “fixing” 
games. 


Teo Regulate Owners. 


In adopting this feature some of 
the minor leaguers pointed out that 
the world series baseball scandal 
was exposed long after officials of 
the major leagues had knowledge 
of crookedness of the players, and 
declared that the baseball club 
owners and .officias must place 
themselves on the same plane with 
the pjlayers: and umpires and the 
punishment of wrongdoing to gain 
pe confidence of the baseball pub- 

c. 

The association wianimously con- 
demned the operafions of gamblers 
and greg ~poodis in connection 
with baseball and deplored the in- 
tendency of the public to} 
bet on eball games. The minor

This was the prediction freely 
made at Danville after officials of 
the college heard of the rough 
methods used by the Tech players 
against Centre and saw evidences of 
this roughness in the wounds in- 
flicted on the faces of several. of 
the boys by Tech shoes and cleats. 

Immediately after members of the 
faculty saw how severely the Colo- 
nels had been lacerated and learned 
of the unfair methods the Tech men 
had used in administering the pun- 
ishment an investigation into the 
game was ordered. 

Georgia Tech’ played Vanderbilt 
October 16. After the contest Van- 
derbilt announced that all athletic 
relations with Tech had been sev- 
ered. 

The following Saturday 
Tech played Pittsburg. After the 
contest itt announced that never 
again, under “any circumstances, 
would it grant another football 
date to Tech. 

The next Saturday Tech played 
Centre, and it is highly improbable 
that Centre ever again will permit 
its men to engage the Georgians. 

Centre now can most easily, un- 
derstand why Vanderbilt and Pitt 
have scratched Tech from all future 
schedules.

Fincher, who has played four 
vears at .Tech, is being blamed for 
most of the team’s rough work. It 
was Fincher who met McMillin at 
the train and greeted him with the 
remark, “That if he got him he 
would get him fairly.” MeMillin 
cannot understand how any respec- 
table college player could have gone 
out of his way to make such an ill- 
bred remark to a visiting player. To 
Say the least, such a remark was 
wholly uncalled for. 

In the game, Fincher wore some 
kind of a buckle on his sleeve, ac- 
cording to Centre players, and in 
tackling Bo he repeatedly tried to 
drag this buckle across Bo’s face.

Charlottesville, Va.. November 10. 
—(Special.)—Hinal practice of the 
University of Virginia football team 
was held Wednesday afternoon in 
preparation for the annual clash 
with Vanderbilt on Dudley field in 
Nashville Saturday. This meeting 
will be the tenth of the two teams. 
The Virginians are in the lead, hav- 
ing won five, tied one and lost 
three. 

The Commodores have been vic- 
torious in the last two contests, but 
from comparative scores, the Vir- 
ginians seem to have the edge this 
season and Virginia s@pporters be- 
lieve another victory will be added 
to the list. 

The practice Wednesday was re- 
stricted to perfecting new plays, 
punting by Rinehart and drop-kick- 
ing with Russell showing great 
adeptness within the forty-yard 
line. A few minutes of scrimmage 
with the scrubs found. the varsity 
in great shape with a noted im- 
provement in their offense. 


The Forward Pass. 


The Commodores seem to rely 
largely upon the forward passing 
game and in the last four contests 
the Orange and Blue team has 
shown a remarkable system of com- 
bating this style of play. In the 
Harvard game the Crimson eleven 
was able to complete only three 
passes, and in the Rutgers game 
the Virginians’ overhead attack be- 
wildered the New Jersey players.

~ judge is a rather small, slen- 
der man with a large head, covered 
with a shock of wavy-gray hair. His 
face is deeply furrowed and he has 
a habit of knitting his brows and 
narrowing his eyelids when he asks 
a question in his characteristically 
direct manner. He removes his eye- 
glasses to emphasize a point. He is 
exceedingly democratic and one 
imagines, maybe a little old-fash- 
ioned, ag he wears the old-style 
peak collar. Instead of smoking an 
after-lunch cigar he chews gum. 

On the wall in the judge’s cham- 
bers are many trophies, but the one 
he prizes most is an airplane pro- 
pellor blade. His son, Reed, now in 
the advertising business in New 
York, sent it back from the war.

Asked for an expression on the 
serene baseball scandal, the judge 
said: . , 

“No, that wouldn’t do at all—not 
now. It might indicate that I have 
a policy—and I haven't.” 

Judge Landis said he had no prac- 
tical baseball experience. He is just 
a fan who knows and likes the na- 
tional game. Nearly ‘all his life 
has been given to the law. -He has 
been on the federal bench for six- 
teen years. He was appointed by 
the late Theodore Roosevelt. In 
those sixteen years the judge has 
waged constant warfare against 
crooked bankruptcies. 

He became widely known in 1907 
when he adjudged the Standard Oi! 
company guilty of conspiracy in get- 
ting its property shipped at less 
than legal rate, and imposed a fine 
of $29,240,000. He also ruled in the 
Victor Berger espionage case in 1918 
and in the same year sentenced Wil- 
liam Haywood, the I. . War te 
twenty years in the federal peni- 
tentiary. 

Hobbies? The judge has none. 

“Don’t you ever play golf?’ he 
was asked.

I don’t!” he replied.

H. Richardson cited instances in 
‘which shipbuilders asked for ad- 
vances as hizh as $50,000 to carry 
on the construction of vessels, 
where $10,000 would have been 
enough. In other cases which he 
described big plants are said tb 
have been built at government cost 
for. private ownership, the owners 
of which consistently declined to 
build big boats, but made a few. 
little ones in order to establish their 
title to the plants. He said he saw 
typewritten instructions to the su- 
perintendént of one plant to inflate 
the cost of ships so that the gov- 
ernment would.give larger advances 
for construCtion. 

At the conclusion of today’s ses- 
sion, Chairman Walsh announced 
that Commander A. B. Clements, 
executive assistant to Admiral Ben- 
son, chairman of the shipping board, 
would be a witness tomorrow morn- 
ing. Chairman Walsh read a tele- 
gram from Admiral Benson, which 
stated that the board would not ob- 
ject to Commander Clements testi- 
fying,. and that “the records, offi- 
cers and employees of the. board 
were.at the dispoasl of the commit- 
tee at any time or place the com- 
mittee desired.” 

Chairman Walsh said Admiral 
Benson and other officialg of the 
board as well as Charles M. Schwab 
and Charles E. Piez, former heads 
of the Emergency Fleet corporation, 
may be asked to appear before the 
committee. The hearings will be 
continued.in New York for. two 
weeks and then it is HKely, said 
Chairman Walsh, that the commit- 
tee will go to Philadelphia and 
Washington to continue its work. 

Gives Credit te Board. 

Crpss-examination by Representa- [ 
tive Henry J. Steele, of Mr. Richard- 
son, took up a considerable part of 
the afternoon session. Characteriz- 
ing the witness’ previous testimony 
as a “general indictment,” Mr. 
Steele sought to bring out specific 
instances of alleged “political influ- 
ence,” favoritism, etc.

Answering questions as to specific 
instances of alleged political influ- 
ence, he recited that he had been 
informed a_ shipbuilding firm in 
Texas had “threatened’ .to appeal to 
a senator from that state to bring 
about what was claimed by the com- 
pany to be a delay in a settlement 
of an account. He added that he 
had no Rnpwiedge as fo what; if 
anything, the senator did. Another 
instance recited was that a former

He added that he had no know!l- 
edge of any shipyard or contract- 
ing firm in which a member of con- 
Sress was interested.

The witness also brought out in 
his testimony incidents of what he 
termed carelessness in the handling 
and preserving of shipping board 
records. In one of the southern dis- 
tricts he said desks and file cabi- 
nets were. disposed of without the 
contents being removed and that 
these records were scattered and 
many of them destroyed. In one 
case, he testified, where filing cases 
had been certified and sold as sur- 
plus, duplicates were purchased, but 
a short time later at a “greatly in- 
creased ptice.” ‘ , 

He also charged sales of materia) 
had been made without proper in-| 
ventory. Regarding amortizing.- of ' 
plants, he said he had found in- 
stances where there were many 
thousands of dollars difference be- 
tween accounts rendered to the 
shipping board and those rendered 
to private or municipal bodies of the 
same properties. He also said he 
had found cases’ where “rentals” 
were included in valuations pre- 
sented for settlement. 

The sale of liberty bonds also 
came into the. testimony of Mr. 
Richardson. Bonds were bought, he 
said, by some of the companies with 
advan funds and afterwards sold 
at discount. Efforts on the part of 
these companies to be reimbursed 
by the board for the discount losses 
were not allowed and the claims 
withdrawn, as were charges of per- 
centage in selling to cover cost of 
selling campaigns. 


Government Paid Lesees. 


Operators who run their own ves- 
sels in accordance to ships of board, 
said Mr. Richardson, usually send 
the government ships on the least 
favorable routes.

..petuate it. 


GOOD ADVICE. 

Headed by R. D. Stinson, a group 
of leading colored ministers of 
Georgia, constituting a conference 
committee “on the state of the 
country,” recently submitted a re* 
port suggesting a safe, sane and. 
constructive course for both the 
white and the black races to pur- 
sue in their relationship to each, 
other. . 

There is no hint of “social 
equality;” no note of complaint 
that the negro is not being well 
treated; no whining; and no talk 
of being “discriminated against,” 
etc. It is simply a conservative, 
common-sense statement of fact, 
and suggestion of advice that both 
races might profitably follow. 

The report says— 


“The white and colored races 
should see the necessity of being 
friendly. Espectally {s this trué in 
the southern states—in this wide- 
spread rich country, with every in- 
ducemen and with plenty of land, 
rivers, lakes and mountains to the 
good of us all; and a health resort 
which is not surpassed in any coun: 
try. There ig little o no reason, 
as Wwe can see, that the white and 
colored people of the south should 
not get along in great peace. The 
negroes in large numbers were born 
and reared in this ‘section of our 
common: country, since they came 
from Africa. The negro was a 
Slave here; he was freed in this 
section. Whatever has been his suc- 
cess or failure, it has been largely 
in the southern’ states. Why 
shouldn’t they desire to stay here 
and why shouldn’t the white people 
be glad to have him stay? 

“As a laborer, whether in the 
cotton, corn, rice orj turpentine 
fields, he is not surpadsed by any 
other. By nature, he is rot an an- 
archist and not a striker. The 
great mass of them generally do 
what they are teld to do, and too 
often without a murmur or com- 
plaint. He'‘has tunreled the rivers, 
pulled down the mountainsy he has 
made the cotton, and he has served 
the homes of the white people as 
faithfully as the watch dog. 

“Today he has husbanded his ear- 
nins. and pays taxes, in Georgia, 
alone, on $5,400,000 worth of prop- 
erty. 

“The good white people of this 
country realize how the negro came 
to be here and how he has strug- 
gled to do his part, and how he 
is commanded to pay taxes and to: 
protect the country’s interest_ in 
times of war; and our best w 
friends realize how necessary it is 
to the white man’s well-being to 
treat the negro right and ‘to see 
to it that he gets justice before the 
law.” : 

That sentiment finds favor 
| among the right thinking members 
of both races; and it is the senti- 
ment that should govern the atti- 
tude of both races.

They staked 
all, and now think they have lost, 
and the wonderfully good winner for 
the past three or four years is a 
bum loser of today.

Coal is moving into Atlanta in 
much larger quantities than a few 
weeks ago, according to local coal 
men, who say that .practically all 
of tne city’s yards have enough on 
hand to supply the demand for sev- 
e1al days. If the railroads co-oper- 
ate to their fulleS: extent, dealers 
declare, there will be small danger 
of a-coal famine here. Dealers say 
that they have the necessary facili- 
ties for delivering coal after it ar- 
rives in their yards. Their informa- 
tion is that the mines can now sup- 
tly coal as fast as railroads can 
move it. ; 

It was announced. Wednesday by 

. B. Kennedy, chairman of the 
chamber of commerce coal commit- 
tee, that he has received a letter 
from the Atlanta coal dealers in 
which the situation is’ said to be 
improved. Mr. Kennedy expects to 
call a meeting of his commiittee 
within a few days, he said, to con- 
sider certain phases of the local 
fuel situation.

An Aateoratic Judge 
With a Swelled Head

Talking about autocrats, what do 
you think of that Judge Anderson, 

of the federal 
district court 
in Indiaanapo- 
lis? 

Did you reac 
what he vocal: 
ized from the 
bench about 
Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer's 
actions in di- 
recting the 
proceedings of 
officers of the 
department of 
justice? 

From them 
one could easi- 
ly conclude 

that Judge Anderson believes 
himself to be the high priest of 
a sanhedrin that towers several 
ladder lengths above the United 
States supreme court and the na- 
tional constitution. 

Evidently that judge has forgot- 
ten that he is only the trial judge 
of a statutory court, one created 
not by the constitution directly, 
but by an act of congress, and that 
his whole court and himself along 
with it can be abolished by another 
act of congress. : 

In times past other judges of sim- 
ilar courts have gotten too big for 
their breeches and have been abol- 
ished, without recourse to the pro- 
cess of impeachment. In the days 
following President John Adams his 
famous “midnight judges” of the 
federal circuit courts were legis- 
lated out of their jobs by congress 
in one blanket att. 

Judge Archbald and his commerce 
court went out in the same sum- 
mary fashion during the Taft ad 
ministration. 

The general idea that a federal cir- 
cuit, district or other inferior court 
judge is a sacrosanct, unreachable 
and imperialistic personage is a 
highly mistaken obsession and such 
gentlemen should carefully consid- 
er their credentials. 

If they are as wise as men hold- 
ing such important offices should 
be they will go slow in assuming 
kaiseristic attitudes and giving ut- 
terance to dicta that smack too 
strong! of Jeffriesism. 

Several United States judges 
who have been making rather 
questionable rulings over the na- 
tional prohibition act are under in- 
vestigation already and will proba- 
bly have to run the gauntlet of the 
judiciary committee of the house of 
representatives this coming Session 
of congress. 

The supreme court is the only 
one directly created by the consti- 
tution and whose existence is not 
dependent upon congress.

These are facts that few of the 
general public undrestand, but that 
every judge should wisely remem- 
ber and control his conduct—espe- 
cially his tongue—accordingly.

Assuming that the will of the re- 
publican leaders is to prevail about 
the league of nations—and in the 
‘light of the result of the election 
no one can doubt that the will of 
the republican leaders is to prevail 
—not only is Article 10 dead, but 
that underlying principle of the 
league, which resi@ed especially in 
Article 10 and appeared in several 
other articles, is also dead. 

The precise distinction between 
this principle which underlies the 
league of nations and the contrast- 
ing principle which the republican 
leaders want to substitute for it is 
not easy to make simple.

across the east side of the ward, 
kindergarten table, chairs and out- 
fit, bookcases, more than a hundred 
books, vasés. ferns, etc.

The market opened unchanged to 
23 points higher and sold about 
50 to 64 points above last night’s 
closing figures during the middle of 
the morning on covering and buy- 
ing for a rally. The early steadi- 
ness of the stock market and ster- 
ling exchange increased the dispo- 
sition to take profits on short con- 
tractS, while there also was some 
buying on the unfavorable weather 
in the south. 

Freezing temperatures were re- 
ported in northwest Texas, with 
rains elsewhere in western and cen- 
tral belt sections and the outlook 
was that the cold wave would fol- 
low the rains over the eastern belt. 
Demand failed to broaden material- 
ly on the early advance to 19.32 for 
December and 18.65 for March, how- 
ever, and the market weakened 
early in the afternoon on reports 
of increased spot offerings in the 
eastern belt and rumors that some 
of the eastern belt banks were 
calling loans on cotton. This was 
not credited generally in the trade 
here, while there was very little 
southern hedge selling, and the 
market firmed up again late in the 
day on renewed covering and re- 
ports that a better trade demand 
had been attracted on the decline 
to 18.00 for March contracts. Clos- 
ing prices showed rallies of 40 to 
50 points from the lowest.

New Orleans, November 10.—An 
active market and wide fluctua- 
tions to both net gains and net 
losses prevailed in neta today 
with the steadiest period toward the 
close, when a general demand for 
profits arose on the short side. 
Last prices were at net advances 
of 21 to 30 point. 

The trading of the early session 
was at the advance, the market re- 
acting from the declines of yester- 
day tn a decided manner. Better 
cables than due helped‘ values and 
there was rather general realizing 
by shorts. Buyers for long account 
appeared very confident and the 
rise continued until it amounted to 
52 to 62 points and December was 
at 18.56. 

The middle part of the session 
was featured by the receipt of a 
great deal of unfavorable news, 
which was acted on all at once. 
The drop in sugar, the unfavorable 
steel trade reports, many accounts 
of mills going on further short time 
price cutting in various lines of 
goods and the British board of trade 
returns for October, showing ex- 
ports of 10,400,000 pounds of yarns 
against 14,300,000 in October last 
year, and exports of 304,900,000 
yards of cloths against 393,200,000, 
all helped to create the most pro- 
nounced selling movement of the 
session and under it values dropped 
to levels 17 to 35 points under the 
close of yesterday, December falling 
to 17.78. 

For a while the market was soft, 
but in the last half hour of the 
day the demand was sufficient to 
clean it bare of contracts.

“Uncle Nath” Thompson has come 
to the conference in regular camp 
meeting style. He brought along 
his trusty flivver and his old army 
tent that he used in France, and 
on the lawn of the First Methodist 
ehurch has found very comfortable 
quarters.

He 
states that a countryman between 
here and Norcross gave hima jug of 
buttermilk to bring along, and that 
he was puzzled as to how he would 
get at the milk, as he had no 
glasses.

Southern Methodism is mightily 
stirred over the situation as it ex- 
ists in the schools of the country, 
and particularly with reference to 
the agnostic ‘teachings that come 
from so many of the higher insti- 
tutions of learning. When it is un- 
derstood that more than 50 per cent 
of the distinguished professors in 
American institutions do not believe 
in God, and that only a small per 
eent of the graduates come from 
such institutions with their faith in 
Christianity unshaken; and when it 
is further realized that only) 1 per 
cent of the country’s population are 
graduates, and yet that the 1 per 
cent furnishes 59 per cent of the 
nation’s leaders, something of the 
enormity of the _ situation is ob- 
served. 

Southern Methodism is deter- 
mined to undertake the task of lead- 
ing in the effort to make educa- 
tion in America Christian. To this 
end the entire connection of more 
than 50 annual .conferences is now 
Planning and laboring to launch a 
movement that will arouse the cit- 
izenry to the danger. Details of 
the plan Yefer to the presentation 
of the facts, the preaching of a gos- 
pel of revivalism and stewardship, 
and the consecration of material 
substance for waging’ the battle. 

Chief Speakers. 

Chief among the speakers who 
will present the matter today are 
Bishop Candler, who for many years 
has labored for Christian educa- 
ties: Dr..

The district reporting the largest 
number of accessions by conversion 
is the LaGrange district, over which 
Rev. R. C. Cleckler, former Atlanta 
pastor, is presiding elder. 

The presiding elders’ reported 
without exception ‘that every phase 
of their church work had made de- 
cided advances, although difficul-

“It is for us to emblazon their 
glory in imperishable memorials; to 
engrave their devotion in our 
hearts and to dedicate ourselves to 
a perpetuation of the principles for 
which they feel,” Mr. Baker’s mes- 
sage concluded. 

Declaring that evetns of the two 
years since the signing o fthe armi- 
stice had “caused many of us to 
lose the holy joy of that day,” Sec- 
retary Daniels admonished the navy 
to dedicate itselfto.“the same ideals 
which gave immortal] glorv to our 
American youths of 1917-18.” 

General Pershing characterized 
Armistice day as the “Twentieth 
Century Independence day for the 
wolrd.
